BOER FIRE IS HEAVY,

The Times this morning prints the fol- 
lowing, which is the first detailed story of 
the British capture of Spion Kop to reach 
London: 

FRERE CAMP Friday) —The attack on 
Spion Kop was most brilliant, -both in con- 
ception and execution. It is impossible to 
exaggerate the strategic importance of this 
hill. Its top forms a high plateau, running 
to two sharp points overiooking and enfilad- 
ing the Boer trenches on each side. If we 
can mount guns there the Boer trenches be- 
fore Potgieter’s Drift will be untenable. 


They have no second line of defenses. 


The march was extremely difficult. The 
night was pitch dark, but the force, well 
guided, ascended the steep, winding path in 
single file. After an ascent of over a mile 
our men gained the summit at the southern 
angle of the triangular tableland, immediate- 
ly in front of several lines of schansjes, but 
as Warren's attack during the last three 
days had been on the extreme left, over two 
miles away, the hill was only weakly held. 

Our men were not discovered till within 
thirty yards of the first schansje. The Boers 
fire. une volley and then fied precipitately. 
Thel. second line poured in a heavy fire, and 
then also fied at our approach. The cheer 
with ‘which our men rushed it was heard be 


Tight Begins at Daylight. 

The highest part of the mountain was in 
our possession by 4 é’clock. From the sum- 
mit the tableland becomes much wider. We 
decided to wait till daylight before proceed- 
ing. The early morning heavy mist still 
prevented further movement till 8 o’clock, 
when it lifted. Immediately the Boers, evi- 


- dently preparing, opened a terrific cross fire 


from shelis and rifies from lower ground. 
They, as usual, were absolutely invisible, 
and a long time elapsed before our batteries 


gould locate them with sufficient accuracy 


to silence their fire on the hills. 

Meanwhile a terrific fight was raging. 
The Boers moved all their guns to positions 
commanding our troops on thehill. For two 


hours our men were under probably the 


heaviest shell fire experienced in this war. 
rhey were raked on both sides with Maxim 
ind .Nordenfeldts, the Boers firing often 
twelve shells in quick succession, each a few 
inches above the other, with most deadly 
effect. Shrapnel was fired as well as com- 
mon shell. ; 


Boer Fire Is Heavy. 

Our men advanced on one position three 
times, and each time were compelled to re- 
tire. : | 
This lasted from 9 o'clock until 11, srl g 
looked at last as if the hill could not be hel 
When our batteries found the Boer guns 
they almost immediately silenced them. At 
the same time fresh troops arrived to sup 
port us. The fight continued the rest of the 
day, but our men, under heavy fire, pushed 
gradually forward, till late in the evening 
part of Lyttleton's brigade reached the top 
at the eastern corner, and the whole hill 
was practically in our ‘hands. | : 
General ‘Lyttleton had made a demonstra- 
tion at dawn, gradually pushing on during 
the day. Covered by a hefivy shell fire, he 
moved along in the face. of the Boer position 
without being fired on, and threw a bat- 
tallon up the hill about ‘5 o’clock. Ascend- 
ing slowly this battalion came to à sharp 
sugar loaf peak, which it surrounded, and 
having rushed it found themselves unop- 
posed on the summit, only the northwestern 
corner being still occupied by a few Boers.

‘Campbell-Bannerman Criticizes the 


Government Leaders and Suggests

LONDON, Jan. 30.—Parliament assembled 
today amid conditions of funereal gloom and 
signs of deep despondency everywhere. Its 
proceedings; too, had the tragic air of un- 
reality, being full of partisan quibbling over 
trivialities, while the existence of the Brit- 
ish empire is in the balance. 

One fact emerged plainly from the debate 
tonight the present g@vernment is in no 
danger of defeat by deféctions from its own 
side, while there is nothing the opposition 
leaders are more anxious to avoid than the 
contingency of their being saddled with the 
responsibiiity of conducting the war. 

There general belief is that there will be 
little cross votes on the amendment to the 
address, and that unless, as is believed in 


some quarters, the government is riding for 


a fall the session will not be greatly ex- 


citing. ** 
Lord Salisbury's speech contained a nota- 
ble negative remark concerning conscrip- 


tion. He said he did not think they would 


see compulsory service in England in the 
life of the youngest here present.”

Conflicting Statements Made. 

- While Lord Salisbury professed ignorance 
regarding the Boer strength and armaments, 
Mr. Balfour and Lord Lansdowne declared 
that these were accurately known. Not one 
of the Ministers had a word of enlighten- 
ment to offer regarding either the past or 
the future, and the leaders of the opposition, 
while perfectly ready to attack and criticise 


the government, had no suggestion to ad- 


vance matters in south Africa, nor an alter- 
native policy to expound. ; 

Mr. Chamberlain preserved a discreet si- 
lence, although throughout the speeches of 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman and Mr. 
Balfour. he displayed unusual excitement, 
embarrassing both by frequent comments. 
He kept turning toward Mr. Balfour during

to respond with much enthusiasm.

at Lockport nearly 50 per cent. Six of the 
seven gates were closed, only 140,000 cubic 
feet of water being permitted to pass the 
works. 

The reason for this action was a threaten- 
ing overflow at Joliet caused by an ice gorge 
above the Illinois and Michigan towpath 
trestle. The water from the tailrace of 
the drainage canal submerged the tracks of 
the Santa Fé and Joliet and Eastern rail- 
roads, and formed a shallow lake a mile in 
length along the bank. The gorge probably 
will be blown up with dynamite this morn- 
ing. It is expected, however, that so long 
as present conditions continue a gorge is 
likely to form whenever the temperature 
goes to zero. 


Engineer Randolph’s Statement. 
Chief Engineer Randolph said last night 
‘he would communicate with the engineers 
at Joliet and Lockport by telephone the 
first thing this morning, and issue his orders. 
An ice gorge is likely to form wherever 
piling is placed in a stream,“ he said. The 
towpath trestle is temporary, and the new 
bridge will have piers which will allow a 
freer movement of the water and ice.

There has not, so far, been discovered the 
glightest direct evidence pointing to uny 
man, and it is not likely now that any will 
ever be found.

Mr. Goebel was on his way to the Senate 
Chamber, in company with Colonel Jack 
Chinn and Warden Eph Lillard of the 
Frankfort penitentiary. ‘Mr. Lillard was a 
few feet in advance of Goebel and Chinn, 
who were walking side by side, Goebel be- 
ing on the right and Chinn upon the left. 

From the outer edge of the Capitol 
grounds to the step of the Capitdl Building 

the distance is about 300 feet. Two-thirds 
of this bad been passed, and the men were 
walking slowly, when suddenly a shot came 
frém a large three-story building which 
stands fifty feet east of the Capitol Building. 
This building is used for offices by nearly 
all the leading officials of the State, Gov- 
ernor. Taylor and the Secretary of State hav- 
jug rooms on the first floor. 

As the shot was heard Goebel gave a quick, 
involuntary exclamation of pain and made 
an effort to draw his own revolver. , His 
strength was unable to the task, however, 
and he sank upon the pavement. With 
great rapidity several more shots were fired, 
the bullets all striking the brick sidewalk 
close to where Goebel lay. None of them 
touched him. 

. Lillard hastily turned around to aid Goe- 
bel, who was supported by Chinn, who had 
his arms about him almost as soon as he 
touched the pavement.

* Loses Strength Rapidly. 


In less than a minute a crowd of men was 
around Goebel. He was losing much blood 


He was hastily 
carried to the office of Dr. E. E. Hume, in 
the basement of the Capital Hotel, about 
1,000 feet from the spot where the shooting 
took place. Here he was laid on a sofa, 
while Dr. Hume made a hasty examination, 
pronouncing the wound to be,of a nature 


mat must cause death in a short time. 


Goebel, who showed great fortitude and 
eburage throughout, smiled weakly as he 
heard the verdict and feebly rolled his head 
From side to side in token of dissent from 
the opinion expressed by the physician. 
He was then carried to his room on the 
Second floor of the Capitol Hotel, and, in 
addition to Dr. Hume, Drs. McCormick and 
Ely were summoned to attend him. 
In addition to Drs. Hume, Ely, and McCor- 
mick of this place, who were in attendance 
upon the wounded man, Drs. J. C. MacKen- 
zie, N. P. Dundridge, and E. W. Walker were 
summoned from Cincinnati, and Dr. McMur- 
try came from Louisvillé. As soon as the 
pliysicians from Louisville and Cincinnati 
had examined the patient, a consultation 
was held, at the conclusion of which Dr. 
Hume announced late tonight that the 
chances had turned greatly against the 
wounded man, and the probability was that 
he would die befere morning 
He has internal hemorrhages,” sdid Dr.

Goebel should come within range. Both 
Chinn and Lillard assert that, while the first 
shot came from the direction of the window 
in the third story, there were other shots 
fired from different portions of the same 
building. Some of those who heard the shots 
say that at least one shot was fired from 
the office of the Secretary of State. 

. This, however, is not true, as there were 
men in the office of the Secretary of State, 

ho rushed to the window as soon as the 
shots were heard, and all of them declare 
ho shot was fired at all from that part of the 
building. 

The window in the third story was left 
open, no effort having been made to close it 
by the would-be assassin, while not another 
window in the building was bpened, nor were 
there any places where bullets had been 
fired through them. 


Rush Made for Building. 

As soon as it was known that the bullet 
which struck down Mr. Goebel had come 
from the building to the east a group of men 
gathered in front of the door on the east 
side. Others ran around to the door on the 
west side to prevent the escape of anybody 
from there. Several men attempted to en- 
ter the doors from the outside, but were pre- 
vented by groups of mountaineers, who

ARMED MEN GUARD CAPITOL. 


| Nearly 2,000 State Militiamen Are Ex- 
Today. 
— 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 90. — Three hundred 
men of the Second Kentucky Infantry were 
camped around the Capitol buildings to- 
night, and 1,500 more are expected during the 
night and before noon tomorrow. Word was 
received that the Louisville Legion, the First 
Kéntucky Infantry, would bring with it the 
famous gatling gun that has figured so ex- 
tensively in the evidence presented by the 
Democratic attorneys in the Gubernatorial 
contest case. 

_All through the building in which the Ad- 

jutant General's office is situated lay sleep- 
ing soldiers, every man with his cartridge 
belt still buckled around his waist. Outside 
the door the rifles were stacked, sentries 
walking beats beside them. The gatling gun 
of the Lexington company was posted just 
to the west of the Capitol steps, and a tall 
sergeant who had it in charge had carefully 
calculated the range to a row of small stores 
and dwelliing-houses south of the Capitol 
grounds. 

Rumors were thick that arméd bodies of 
men were forming upon the outskirts of 
town,. and that before morning they would 
pass into the city. just for a little bombard- 
ment.” Colonel Williams, commanding the 
troops, gathered around the State House to- 
night, took little stock in any of these stories, 
but he was none the less ready to join in the 
“little bombardment " whenever it proved 
agreeable to the other side. Every prepara- 
tion was made to resist an attack, although 
it was not believed one would be made.

If further trouble occurs in Kentucky and 
the disturbance gets beyond control of the 
State authorities the federal government 
cannct interfere unless called upon to do so. 

Section 4 of article 4 of the constitution 
says: | 

The United States guarantees to every State in 
the union a republican form of government, and 
shall protect each of them against invasion: and 
on application of the Legislature, or of the Exeeu- 
tive (when the Legislature cannot be convened), 


against domestic violence. 

The Legislature of Kentucky is now in 
session, and if things should take such a 
turn that it will be necessary for the federal 
government to interfere in the interests of 
peace it will be the duty of the Legislature 
to.call upon President McKinley to act. 
There is another way, however, in which the 
national government may become involved. 
If the contested election case should by any 
means be taken up in the federal courts, 
and these courts should issue a decree which 
was not respected or could not be enforced, 
it would be the duty of the President to or- 
der government troops to the State to back 
up the court in its decree.

Senator Lindsay said: “ I am surprised and 
shocked at the intelligence from Kentucky, 
It is unfortunate that the condition of public

t. I hope the wounds of Senator Goe- 
will not prove serious and his assailant 
Will be brought to justice.

First\Man Suspected of Shooting Sena-

Frankfort, Ky,, Jan, 30.—(Special.]—It he 


Goebel will be declared by the General As- 
sembly to be Governor of Kentucky. If he 
be conscious he will take the oath of office 
lying on his bed in the Capitol Hotel. J. C. 
W. Beckham will be declared to be Lieuten- 
‘ant Governor and will take the oath of office. 
In the event of Senator Goebel’s death 
after being sworn in, Lieutenant Governor 
Beckham would become Governor. In the 
event of the Senator's death before tomor- 
row's action by the Legislature the office 
of Governor will be declared vacant, Mr. 
Beckham will be declared Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, and will be the acting Governor until 
next November. 


The Contest boards were to have “heard 
arguments today, but the attempted assas- 
sination caused counsel—after the Republic- 
ans had failed to secure a continuance—to 
agree that it would be unwise to make any 
arguments. After holding several sessions 
‘during the day the boards tonight, in execu- 
tive session, by a strict party vote of 10 to 1. 
decided to report in favor of Senator Goebel

tenant Governor. The vote in this case was 
9 to 2. 

No announcement was made of the rea- 
sons leading up to the report being made to- 
night, the boards taking everything at one 
leap. Each one of the members of both 
committees announced that he had made up 
his mind as to the merits of the case, and 
voted promptly as his name was called. 

In the contest for Governor Representa- 
tive Garberry was the one to vote in favor 
of Taylor, and in the Beckham-Marshall 
contest Reid and Lilly were with Marshall. 

An effort was made by a number of the 
Democrats to get together a quorum of both 
Houses, hold a night session, hear the re- 
ports of the two committees at once, and 
adopt them, and declare Goebel the Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky before morning. They 
were anxious to give him the honor before 
he died. So many legislators had gone to 
Louisville and Lexington for tonight that it 
was found im ble to carry out the pro- 
gram. It is a certainty that Goebel will be 
made Governor tomorrow if he is alive, 


Text of Report. 


Here is the report seating Goebel: 
“The undersigned, the board appointed 


aud selected by the General bly to 


determine the contested election for the of- 
fice of Governor for this commonwealth be- 
tween William Goebel, contestant, and Will- 
iam S. Taylor, contestee, beg leave to report 
that we have heard all the evidence offered 
by both parties and we now respectfully re- 
port to the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky that in our opinion 
William Goebel was legally elected Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky on the 
th day of November, 1899, and that he then 
and there received the highest number of 
legal votes for any one cast for the office of 
Governor of Kentucky at said election, and 
we therefore respectfully suggest that this 
report be approved and a resolution adopted 
by this joint Assembly declaring the said 
William Goebel Govérnor-elect of the C 
mcnwealth of Kentucky for the term 
mencing the 12th day of December, 1899. 

We decide that the said William Goebel 
has received the highest number of legal 
votes and is adjùdged to be the person elect- 
ed to said office of Governor for the term pre- 
scribed by law.“ 

The report in the case of the contest for 
Lieutenant Governor is identical with the 
exception of the names. 


Counsel Are Threatened. 

The boards met at 5 o’clock in the City 
Hall, being excluded from the Capitol Build- 
ing by the militia. It was a solemn assem- 
blage of men who composed the gathering. 
Mr. Edelen, one of Governor Taylor’s coun- 
sel, said that it would be idle to argue the 
case in view of the state of mind generally 
prevalent, He asked for a postponement, 
but after discussion it was agreed that argu- 
ment be dispensed with, and the boards de- 
cided to meet at 7 o’clock tonight. Mr. Edelen 
and Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge were the 
only attorneys of Governor Taylor present. 
Mr. Edelen said he asked for a postpone- 
ment on his own responsibility, not haying 
had time to confer with his colleagues. 

Colonel Breckinridge said he had addressed 
a communication to the chairmen of the 
two boards setting forth reasons why. the 
argument should not proceed. He said that 
the lives of the attorneys for Governor Tay- 
lor had been threatened. 

I have no fear for my safety,“ 
said Colonel Breckinridge. “I have felt 
that I should be here and no threats can 
deter me from what I regard as my duty. 
These threats, however, came from a source 
entitling them to serious consideration. The 
rest of the counsel agreed not to appear 
at the meeting. The dastardly crime com- 
mitted today might be repeated under cover 
of darkness.“ 

Mr. Edelen said: ‘‘ Mr. Chairman: I had 
been selected by counsel on this side to 
open the argument in this ease, but I can 
only say for myself, without the presence 
of my associate counsel except Colonel 
Breckinridge, that I feel that it would be 
idle to argue the case under the existing 
conditions. I do not feel there is any dan- 
ger ta myself.

SKETCH OF GOEBEL’S CAREER. 


Was Born in Pennsylvania, but Has 
Lived and Worked in Kentucky 
All His Life. 


Covington, Ky., Jan. 30.—This city, the 
home of Goebel since his youth, has been ina 
state of great excitement today since the 
shooting at Frankfort became known. 

Senator William Goebel was born in a 
mall village in Sullivan County, Pennsyl- 
vania. With his father and mother he came 
to Covington, Ky., when quite a boy. His 
parents opened a boarding-house at the cor- 
ner of Sixth and Washington streets. Will- 
iam began at the jewelry business in Cincin- 
nati, but after remaining there a short time 
expressed a desiretostudy law. He entered 
the office of Stevenson & Myers, the latter 
the father of Harvey Myers, about 1873. 
After the dissolution of this firm on Aug. 10, 
1874, he continued with the firm of Stevenson 
& O' Hara, and afterward became the law 
partner of Governor John W. Stevenson. 
Later he became the law partner of John G. 
Carlisle, the ex-Speaker, Senator, and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

He was prominent as a member of the 
Democratic State committee for years and 
always at conventions. The Democratic 
State convention at Louisville last Junethat 
nominated Senator Goebel for Governor over 
Colonel Stone and General Hardin was one 
of the most notable’ gatherings of the kind 
in the history of the State. 


Author of Election Law. 


Senator Goebel was the author of the 
present election law of Kentucky, a measure 
which has attracted unusual attention on 
account of its peculiar provisions. On the 
returns of the County boards, afterward af- 
firmed by the State Board of Elections, 
under the Goebel election law, the certificate 
of election was given to Taylor, the con- 


Goebel's first advent in politics was as a 
candidate for State Senator to fill the un- 
expired term of J. W. Bryan, who was elect- 
ed Lieutenant Governor with Buckner in 
1887, and has since continuously represented

When the proceedings begun Mr. Balfour, 
the First Lord of the Treasury and govern- 
ment leader; Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, the Liberal leader, and others, were 
loudly cheered by their respectiv followers. 
James Lowther made his annual motion 
relative to the interference of people at elec- 
tions. It was rejected by a vote of 337 to 101. 
After the reading of the speech Captain 
Ernest G. Pretyman, Conservative, member 
for the Woodbridge division of Suffolk, 
moved the address in reply to the speech. 
He expressed the deepest sympathy, which, 
he said, was shared by both sides of the 
House, with the sufferers from the war and 
the sufferings in Natal. He further referred 
to the feeling of admiration for the gallantry 
of the troops which was felt by all parties, 
and remarked that additional common 
ground for pride was the gallantry and na- 
tional spirit shown by both Great Britain 
and her colonies. He also expressed the 
hope that after the war all race antagonism 
in south Africa would be obliterated. 
Continuing, Captain Pretyman, who is a 
retired Captain of artillery, said an inquiry 
Was necessary as to how the requirements 
of the war had been so underestimated. 
The Captain then appealed for the union of 
all parties in support of the government in 
its efforts to satisfactorily conclude a just 
war. 
Herbert P. Pike Pease, Liberal Unionist, 
member for Darlington, seconded the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the throne. . 


Sharp Onslaught of Opposition. 
The Liberal leader in the House of Com- 
_ mons, Sir Henry Campbeli-Bagnerman, then 
rose to reply, amidst cheers from the oppo- 
sition benches. Commenting on the speech, 
he said he had seldom known so little to be 
said in such a large number of words. As, 
however, the war advanced, it became more 
difficult and more critical, and he was not 
surprised that the government had not pro- 
posed a formidable program. Affairs in 
south Africa, political and military, would 
undoubtedly engage the present Parliament. 
to a great extent. The war was upper- 
most in all minds when the members sep- 
arated in October, and it was believed there 
were troops enough in south Africa to rap- 
idly clear the Queen’s domains. But their 
expectations had been sobered. Week after 
week had seen checks, disappointments, and 
deplorable loss of life. In every instance the 
advance of the British troops had been staid 
dy large bodies of the enemy. But the coun- 
try had again and again gone through great- 
er perils with courage and composure and 
would not now depart from its high tradi- 
tions.

Ife did not mean 
to imply that the Generals were not doing 
their utmrost to fulfill their arduous duties, 
but the government would be wise if it made 
every effort to prepare thoroughly for what 
might occur in the future. 

‘Continuing, Lord Kimberley said: “ We 
might meet a period of disaster, and, al- 
though our relations with the other powers 
are friendly, it would be well to consider the 
possibilities of the future, and it would be 
well if the government prepared for all 
eventualitics and all dangers and be ready 
with the means to surmount them. The 
government does not seem to have been 
aware of the scale of preparations of the 
south African republics.” 


Salisbury in Government’s Defense. 

Lord Salisbury, in reply to the Earl of 
Kimberley, asserted that there was nothing 
in the stipulations of the conventions to 
limit and hinder the importation of arms 
and ammunition into the Transvaal through 
Lourenzo Marquez, Continuing, the Premier 
said: 

‘“‘ Why were we to know about the importa- 
tion of arms? I believe guns were intro- 
duced into the Transvaal in boilers and 
munitions of war in piano cases. “We had a 
small secret service fund. If you want much 
information you must give much money. I 
consider the enormous amounts spent by 
other governments, especially the Trans- 
vaal, which I have heard on high diplomatic 
authority ‘spent £800,000 ($4,000,000)in a sin- 
gle year, and the small sums spent by Eng- 
land, making it impossible for us to have the 
omnisciencé attributed to us by Lord Kim- 
berley. I am glad he has not pressed an im- 
mediate inquiry into the action of the mili- 
tary authorities at a time when our Generals 
in the field and many of those who could give 
the most valuable information are unable to 
appear. We should defer an inquiry to a 
more convenient season.” 

Later the Premier admitted the deficien- 
cies of the existing system, remarking that 
the treasury had acquired a power which 
was not to the public benefit. He had not 
purpose of the amount of blame 
to be attached to this or that Minister.

Appalled at Salisbury’s Admission: 

“ I was appalled at the nature and style of 
Lord Salisbury’s speech. We have now 120,- 
000 men in south Africa, yet we are with 
difficulty holding our own. The attitude of 
foreign nations is described as friendly. But 
that does not strike me as being so amicable 
as the word would imply. I deem it neces- 
‘sary to know what the government is going 
to do. Lord Salisbury said the cause of our 
casualties was the smallness of the secret 
fund and the British constitution. But what 
is the government's duty? Some form of 
compulsory service must be introduced to 
meet the growing exigencies of the empire, 
and I am sure the nation will not shrink 
from either that or any other sacrifice to 
preserve the empire's predominance. 

“ That we should not shrink from sending 
away vast masses of troops, situated as we 
are in the center of a universe by no means 
friendly to us, without having a hint from 
the government of the military measures it 
proposes taking to face the disasters we 
have met and the sacrifices we have madé, is 
one of the most extraordinary features: of 
the British constitution. I agree with Lord 
Salisbury that the country can carry 
thing through in spite of all the impedime 
of men and methods which have s 
it in the past, but I venture to say it 
have to be inspired by a loftier tone 
truer patriotism than that shown by the 
Prime Minister.“

Irish Nationalists were absent from the 
ppening session of Parliament, owing to 


their attendance at a meeting in committee 


room 16. Mr. Timothy Harrington, member 
for the Harbour division of Dublin, presided. 
Those in attendance included Messrs. Dillon, 
Healy, and John Redmond, and many of 
their followers. 

Messrs. Harrington and Redmond | 
that the time had come to restore unity in 
the ranks of the parliamentary representa- 
tives of Irish nationalism. Mr. Redmond 
described the prestige of Great Britain as 
practically shattered, and said there seemed 
to be no better time for promoting union 
upon a sound and enduring basis, coupled 
with a policy of unity in combat and entire 
independence of all the English political 
parties. He then moved a resolution de- 
claring at an end the division of the Irish 
Nationalist representatives, and that hence- 
forth they should act together as-one united 
party.

Mr. John Redmond made the following 
statement tonight: The crisis in imperial 
affairs, the consequences of which no man 
can foresee, has caused a reunion in the 
Irish ranks. My resolution was accepted 
unanimously, chiefly because of the desire to 
enable Ireland to make herself felt at this 
j .wture in pushing Irish reforms a id in 
assisting the gallant south Africa, repub- 
lics to maintain their independence. The 
first act of the reunited Irish Will be to move 
an amendment to the address in favor of the: 
Boers. This duty has been confided to me. 
I regard the reunion on Parnell’s principles 
of independence as genuine. One question, 
that of the chairmanship, will not be set- 
tled for some days. But, I think, a unani- 
mous selection will be made.”

PRAYER FAILS TO CURE, 


CHILD DIES BY STRANGULATION DE- 
‘SPITE HEALER NOYES. 


Body of Mabel Dyrenforth, 8 Years 
Old, In, Buried, Relatives Say, With- 
out Due Investigation of Her Case— 
Disease First Diagnosed as Bron- 
chial Croup—Methods of Christian 
Scientist Who Treated Her Are Crit- 
icised—Girl’s Parents Not Home. 


„Mabel Dyrenforth, the 8-year-old child of 
Ar. and Mrs. Douglas Dyrenforth, 1931 
Deming court, was buried yesterday. Her 
sudden death, while under treatment by a 


Christian Science healer, has created much 


discussion in Lake View as to the healer’s 
methods in cases of serious illness. She died 
on Friday night of strangulation, caused by 
the breaking of an in the throat. She 
had been treated for two weeks by Gideon 
P. Noyes, the Christian Scientist, whose of- 
fice is at Madison and Dearborn streets. The 
funeral was held after the issuing of a burial 
permit at the sanction of Dr. E. P. Noel, 
Coroner’s physician, given practically with- 
out investigation, the child’s relatives de- 


Mr. Noyes had been summoned to treat 
the girl by Mrs. James G. C. Best, her ma- 
ternal grandmother, who was living at the 
Dyrenforth residence during the absence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Dougias Dyrenforth in Europe. 
Mrs. Best and Mr. and Mrs. Dyrenforth, the 
child’s parents, are Christian Scientists, and 
Mr. Noyes has been summoned at different 
times within the last year to pray for the 
little girl and her 5-year-old brother when 
they were Ill | 

Differ as to Cause of Death. 

The statement of Mr. Noyes as to the 
cause of the chili’s death is directly op- 
posed to that of Mr. and Mrs. Best and of 
Dr. Noel. Mr. Noyes says that while he 
knows the child suffered from 3 ob- 
struction of the throat, which did fot re- 
spond to his treatment of prayer, an attack 
of heart disease was the direct cause of 


death. Mr. and Mrs. Best, who were with 


the little girl when she died, are positive 
that she was choked to death. They say 
they had no idea that the child was danger- 
ously ill. 

Two weeks ago, according to Mr. Best, 
Mabel came home from kindergarten com- 
Plaining of a sore throat. Mr. and Mrs. 
Dyrenforth were then in London, on their 
way home. Mrs. Best, believing she was fol- 
lowing out the wishes of the parents, and, 
in accordance with her own religious be- 
liefs, sent for Healer Noyes. The latter 
came the next day. According to his state- 
ment last night to Taz Trisunez he found 
Mabel suffering from an attack of bron- 
chial croup. He tried his usual healing 
method of praying. At that time, Mr. Noyes 
States, it was evident that there was some 
obstruction in the throat. 

“The child got better under my treat- 
ment until the following Sunday, said Mr. 
Noyes last night. She was in bed at first, 
but I visited her daily, and prayed for her, 
as I have done for my patients for the last 
fifteen years. I did not look in her throat. 
I don’t think that is necessary. I noticed 
that she had some obstruction in her breath- 
ing, however. After Sunday she became 
worse again. I didn’t look in her throat 


then. I cannot account for her death. It is 


one of those things no one can explain. I 
call it heart disease. I don't belleve it was 
on account of any lack of faith on the part 
of the child.“ 
Belatives Talk of the Case. 
James G. C. West, Mabel’s maternal 
grandfather, who occupied the Dyrenforth 
home while the parents were absent, said 
there was no indication that the child was 
dangerously l. She had suffered all her 
life from catarrhal trouble,“ he said, “‘ and 
we did not think it was serious. She was 
about the house most of the time. I am not 
a Christian Scientist myself, and I saw the 
child every day. Her parents were notified 
on Monday, as soon as they landed in New 
York, and we feel we did all that could have 
been expected under the circumstances. No- 
body suspected it was anything serious. I 
myself secured the death certifleate.“ 
Arthur Dyrenforth, nephew of Douglas 
Dyrenforth, who is not a Christian Scientist, 
also declared the child apparently was only 
slightly ill up to the night of her death. 


MANY IOWA SALOONS CLOSE. 


Liquor Dealers in Des Moines and Other

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 30.—[Special.}—Iowa 
saloon men are in doubt.

WATER SUPPLY FOR ST. Louts. 


Brooklyn Contractor Proposiis Scheme 
of Drawing on Springs at Mera- 
mec River’s Source. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 30.— Special. J-. K. 
Flynn of Brooklyn Rapid Transit fame has 
submitted to, the city officials of St. Louis 
a city water supply proposition, gigantic 
both in conception and proposed cost. 7 

Mr. Flynn’s representatives have been in 
St. Louis for several weeks, with engineers 
and experts, engaged in perfecting plans and 
specifications for the proposed work. One 
or these men gave an outline of the project, 
which, if consummated, would give St. Louis 
its Water supply from the main springs at 
the source of the Meramec River. This 
water would come to the city, piped through 
monster mains, a distance of eighty-six 
miles, by the gravity system, and then be 
emptied into the city reservoirs, permitting 
the use of the city’s plant, with the excep- 
tion of.a part of its pumps. 

The water, originally drawn from

The appointment in the Board of Educa- 
tion last Wednesday evening of a com- 
mittee to take in hand the next school 
census, which is due this spring, calls at- 
tention to the occasion and to the small 
value of this biennial census as it is now 
taken. 


raising of a State school fund by taxation 
and for its apportionment among the dif- 
ferent counties according to the number of 
persons in each under 21 years of age, and 
then for the distribution of each county’s 
share among the separate townships there- 


in according to the number of persons in 


each under 21 years of age. While, how- 
ever, the apportionment by the State Au- 
ditor to the counties is made on the basis 
of each national census, and so only changes 
once in ten years, the law seems to con- 
template a biennial correction of the basis 
of distribution between the townships of 
each county, according to an enumeration 
to be made every two years of the num- 
ber of persons in each township under 21 
years of age. 

Since, however, this census does not in 
the least affect the total amount received by 
each county, but serves only to define 
the precise distribution within the 
county, it is evident that the cost, at least 
in Chieggo, is out of all proportion to any 
readjustment in distributive amounts 
which would be consequent thereon. The 
question has been raised, therefore, by 
lawyers who have examined the matter, as 
to whether this census might not well be 
, dispensed with and thereby the $25,000, 
which it is to cost be saved for other and 
more urgent needs of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Certain ward hangers-on would miss 
cértain perquisites if this were done, but 
the money would then go for the perma- 
nent purposes of the schools. It is dif- 
ficult to see how, this year’s census 
should be carried on so as to produce bet- 
ter results than those of former years, the 
schools would suffer any material embar- 
rassment if it were dispensed with. The 
advisability of dispensing with it is worth 
considering.

The city, ordinance concerning saloons 
provides that “licenses may be issued for 
the full license year or for any period 
thereof; and the fee payable therefor shall 
be in advance for the full license year, 
or $166.67, in advance for each period.” 
This advance payment, on which the or- 
dinance lays much stress and which the 
State law requires, insures, when enforced, 
the prompt receipt by the city of its rev- 
enues and gives the authorities a better 
hold on the saloonkeepers, for it is pro- 
vided that if they commit any of the acta 
which they bind themselves not to com- 
mit the license may be revoked and all 
money paid for it be forfeited to the city. 
For the protection of the city and of 
saloonkeepers who have taken out their 
licenses in accordance with law, the re- 
tailing of liquor without a license is made 
a misdemeanor and every offense is punish- 
able with a heavy fine. 

This ordinance, whose language is so 
plain and whose intent is so clear, has 
been nullified and is being nullified by the 
municipal administration not merely with 
the connivance but with the expressed ap- 
proval of the Mayor. He assumes boldly 
the responsibility for all that has been 
done amiss. By his order the imperative 
requirement of payment in advance of 
the ordinance and the State law, on which 
it is based, is digregarded. By his order 
persons selling without licenses are not 
arrested and prosecuted. By his order 
the midnight saloons, doing business in 
violation of law, are unmolested, when 
under the ordinance the keepers should 
be p ted and fined and their licenses 
revoked. 

The law creating the office of Mayor says 
that that officer “shall perform all such 
duties as are or may be prescribed by law 
or by the city ordinances, and shall take 
care that the laws and ordinances are 
faithfully 
Harrison contends that he has a discre- 
tionary power to decide what ordinances 
shall be enforced. He, like James II. of 
England, claims the right to exercise a 
“dispensing power.“ That monarch as- 
serted that he could set aside arbitrarily 
penal laws which Parliament had enact 
ed. That was one of the things which cost 
him his wn. He claimed to rule by 
divine t. Mayor Harrison can make 
no such ¢laim as that, and yet he pre- 
tends that he has the right to declare that 
certain acts which the ordinances make of- 
fenses shall not be treated as offenses and 
that the uirements of ordinances shall 
be igno defiantly.

l LIMITATIONS OF FREE SPEECH 
Senator Mason is entirely correct when 
he declares in his wrath that the British 
Consul at New Orleans has no right to 
call him a mountebank and to say that 
his defense of the “ half civilized Boers ” 
was undertaken simply for “show and 
votes.” The Senator from Illinois may 
be a mountebank, but it is not the place 
of Consul Vansittart or of any other for- 
eign representative to mention unpleasant 
truths of this kind in public. This is a 
country of free speech, but persons who 
come here as official representatives of other 
governments are subject to definite limita- 
tions of good taste and of international 
etiquette. A foreign Minister, or a diplo- 
matic agent, of a Consul cannot speak his 
mind with the same freedom as a mere 
visitor. 

This is a just and consistent distinction. 
A diplomatic representative's words are 
supposed to carry something of official 
weight, even though spoken unofficially. 
As long as he stands for a foreign gov- 
ernment he is expected to speak in diplo- 
matic language and opprobrious epithets 
are not of that language. An attack upon 
the government to which he is accredit- 
ed, or upon any of its members, or a criti- 
cism of that government is an intolerable 


| breach of good manners. If. the British 
Consul at New Orleans gave out any such 


interview as he is charged with by Senator 
Mason he is liable to have his exequatur 
revoked. He distinctly denies, however, 
having said anything of the kind. 
But Senator Mason in his anger evident- 
ly forgets that the limitations of unbridled 
speech apply not alone to foreign repre- 
sentatives. The obligation of a United 
States Senator to curb his tongue is equally 
plain. When he refers to English 


diplomats as “cattle” he is gnilty of as 


gross a breach of international etiquette 
as that of which he complains, He has 
no more right to say such things in the 
United States Senate than Consul Vansit- 
tart would have to proclaim on a ‘sheet 
of consular stationery that Mr. Mason 
is a mountebank. The things which Mr. 
Mason might say as a loquacious and ob- 
scure private citizen cannot be said with 
impunity as an official representative of 
the State of Illinois. By giving his tongue 
to billingsgate the Senator shames his State 
and proclaims his own lack of good sense 
to say nothing of good taste.

LICENSE SYSTEM. | 


The system applied to the Heensing of 
Chicago saloons the city administration 
affords a contrast with the business-like 
methods of the Internal Revenue Collector's 
office. The expenses of the City Collector's 
office, according to his report for last year, 
were $74,072. The federal expenses for the 
year were $71,628. The City Collector's 
receipts were $8,054,446, including 1 — 
and all other licenses. The tedera 2 
lector's receipts were 614.748.440, inc ng 
all liquor and tobacco licenses’ as we as 
war tax receipts, and the care of this wor 
requires all the more work from me — 
ployés ot the department. The federa b 
trict also includes all of Cook County — 
eighteen other counties. The city empioys 
forty-two inspectors for the saloons alone, at 
an expense $42,000 annually. The gov- 
ernment does its more thorough work on 
saloons with ten men at an expense of $15,000 
annually. The License .committee is ex- 
pected to investigate the question of how the 
forty-two ‘* nurses „ employed by the city 
spend their time. 

It is the intention of Alderman Smulski, 
chairman of the Council License committee. 
to call a special meeting of that committee 
for the latter part of this or the first of next 
week. The work of the committee will be 


- directed at once to an investigation of the 


City Collector's office. Primarily the ques- 
tion to be brought before the committee will 
be the present methods of collecting saloon 
licenses, but it is also the plan of a number 
of the committeemen to look into the slip- 
shod system of keeping the books and rec- 
ords of that office. 

Tun TRIBUNE began its investigation at 
the close of the second license period, Dec. 
/ 20, 1899, and sent a force of reporters and 
clerks to the City Collector's office to copy 
the records of all licenses issued from that 
office during the period. It was found that 

the 6,431 names on the records were not kept 
alphabetically, but were placed on the 
license books just as they were received in 
the office in a dozen or more different hand- 
writings, some of which would not be a 
credit to the worst writers among the first 
grade pupils in the public schools of Chicago. 
From the appearance of the books, every 
employé in the office, from the Collector 
down to the office boy, had at some time or 
other practiced his penmanship on the rec- 
ords. 


Since there is not the slightest attempt at 
classification it would be impossible for any 
citizen, or the Collector himself; to learn 
without extraordinary trouble whether any 
particular saloon had a paid-up license. 

As to the street numbers following the 
names, in many cases it was found impossi- 
ble to determine what number was intend- 
ed. In order that the condition of the office 
may be understood, a few of the names ap- 
pearing on the City Collector's books, se- 
lected at random, and their corrected spell- 
ing as found on investigation and a study 
of the city directory, are given. The names 
according to the careless method in vogue in 
the Collector's office are given first:

Alderman Charles Werno of the Twenty- 
first Ward. who, in an interview nted in 
Tun TRIBUNB yesterday, declared he had 
conducted an investigation of the saloons in 
his ward and had found several errors in THE 
TRIPUNE’S list, was asked yesterday to point 
out these discrepancies. He said he had 
found that the saloon at 116 Eugenie street 
was properly licensed. Tue TRIBUNE put 
this saloon on the list of those in which the 
license was not displayed, and this was true 
on Jan..24, 1900. Alderman Werno admitted 
that this failure to display the license was a 
violation of law. The other instance which 
Mr. Werno quoted was that of a saloon at 
845 Clark street where no license was dis- 
played. This saloon, THE TRIBUNE stated, 
belonged to Carl Leder. As to whether Leder 
had a license the Alderman was not in- 
formed, but he believed he had, since the 
saloon run by him was a large ane well 
known one.“ 

In talking of Tun Trinune’s investiga- 
tion Mr. Werno declared that great praise 
was due the paper for the work done. He 
declared that he favored an investigation of 
saloons by the City Council. 

All except one of the Hyde Park drug - 
gists charged by Inspector Hunt with violat- 
ing the city liquor ordinances asked Justice 
Quinn yesterday for a continuance. The sin- 
gle exception was E. H. Nichols, 443 East 
Fifty-fifth street, and he was discharged. 
All other cases were continued till next 
Monday. In Nichols’ case Detective Henry 
Nichols testified that he had purchased six 
ounces of brandy in Nichels’ pharmacy and 
that the ptoprietor had asked him his name 
just as he was leaving. Officer Nichols said 
that neither his address nor a statement 
that the brandy was for medical purposes 
Was taken and that he had given the name 
David Brown. 

uggist Nichols showed the court his rec- 
ord of the sale and that he had recorded 
the man’s address as Fifty-fifth and Green- 
wood avenue. The court held that the drug- 
gist had carried out the law. 

The druggists will éall a meeting for Satur- 
day afternoon, and a lawyer will be secured 
to defend the interests of all. They are be- 
ing prosecuted under the city ordinance, but 
it is possible the State will prosecute nem 
under the State lawm Under the city or- 
dinance the lowest fine that can be im- 
posed is $100. Inspector Hunt says war- 
rants will be taken out against two more 
druggists. | 


Coddling the Saloons. 


From the Chicago Journal, Jan. 30: It 
would appear to be incumbent on Mayor 
Harrison to make a better explanation of 
his administration's alleged dealirgs with 
saloons in the matter of licenses than 
the one he has already given—the 
burden of which is that by pursuing a 
lenient course and forbearing to push de- 
linquent liquor dealers too hard the city gets 
some half million more revenue yearly than 

it would if the law were properly enforced. 
That is no reason for making the city gov- 
ernment a nursery for saloons, and the 
voters of this city will not easily be per- 
suaded that it justifies such a course. 

With commendable enterprise Tun 
CAGO TRIBUNE has been making an investi- 
gation of the practice of the City Collector's 
office in the matter of Mquor licenses. Ac- 
cording to THs TRIBUNE’s statement, its re- 
porters found 192 saloons where no city 
license is displayed, as the law directs; thir- 
ty-three that had mutilated licenses or 
licenses with the date partly concealed, and 
twenty-one doing business on expired 
licenses. Corresponding to this total of 
246, they have found 246 federal licenses far 
saloons whose owners are not on the City 
Collector's books as far as can de discov- 
ered. The license from the federal govern- 
ment costs $25 and from the city $500 for a 
year. It is practically impossible to do bust- / 
ness without a federal license and easter to 
pay for it than to attempt to evade the fed- 
eral authorities. But the law requiring a 
city” license is said to be evaded system- 
atically with the connivance of the Col- 
lector’s office. The law says no saloon can 
open without a license and no license can be 
issued until the money for it is paid. Yet 
saloons are permitted to open without 
licenses and on part payment of the fee. 
Thirty days’ grace is allowed, during which 
the saloonkeeper can experiment to see if 
his business is going to be profitable, and in 
some cases a saloon is allowed to run through 
an entire license period of a third of a year 
without paying the fee at all, brewers’ bonds 


being deposited to secure payment. 


When the Muyor says such treatment of 
the saloons makes of saves money for the 
city the statement may be correct, but it 
convicts his administration of encouraging 
the liquor business. The only way more 
revenue can be derived under such a method 
of procedure is by multipl the number 
ot saloons. The State license law is defeat- 
ed and in reality some revenue is lost to the 
city by the practice of rebating deposits, or 
part of them, when the experimental 
Saloon fails. If Tas Trrpune’s charges are 
true, or for the most part true, the city ad- 


‘ministration has a great deal to answer for.

The Prince Borghese, now in this country, 
and who has recently been extensively en- 
tertatned at Washineton. is the only unmar- 
ried brother of Prince Paul Borghese. the 
head of the historic house of Borghese.

H. H. Kohlsaat, publisher of the Times- 
Herald afd Evening Post, took the witness 
stand in Judge Stein's court yesterday after- 
‘moon and identified a series of editorials 
which appeared in the newspapers con- 
trolled by him. They were offered in evi- 
dence by counsel for George W. Hinman of 
the Inter-Ocean as justification for the 
alleged libelous communication appearing 
in the Inter-Ocean on Oct. 15, 1899, charging 
Mr. Kohisaat with being an embezzler and 
defaulter. 

There was a spirited controversy over the 
admission of the editorials, the court at 
length ruling for the defense. The question 
was raised by the prosecution whether the 
editorials had any ‘connection with the pub- 
lication of the article in the Inter-Ocean, and 
it was argued that no extenuating circum- 
stances could be shown for a libel except in 
a civil suit. 

“The question of privilege or justifica- 
tion is not before the court now,” said Judge 
Stein. The court rules it is proper for 
the defense to show events leading up to 
the publication of the article in question. 
These previous publications in the Times- 


Herald may shed some light on the ques- 
tion whether what is claimed to have been 


the truth was published with good motives 


and for a justifiable end.“

ACCUSED OF FAVORING TRUST. 


Canadian Privy Council Hears Charges 


Against Two Railways and Stand- 
ard Oil Company. 


Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 30.— [Special. I— The 
charges of railway rate discrimination in 
favor of the Standard Oil company were be- 
fore the Railway committee of the Privy 
Council of Canada today. The companies 
complained of were the Canadian Pacific 
and Grand Trunk railways. 

The complainants are now before the com- 
mittee alleging discrimination and illegality 
on the ground that a corrupt bargain was 
entered into between the Standard company 
and the railway companies by which the 
freight rates were put up 100 per cent in one 
instance—namely: from 17% to 35 cents 
per 100—against competing oil to Ca- 
nadian points, the railways to pay over a 
percentage of the increase to the oil com- 
pany monopoly. 

Judge Clarke, for the Canadian Pacific 
railway, and Mr. H. 8. Osler, for the Grana 
Trunk railway, objected that the complaint 
did not cite specific cases, and it was decided 
to make specific charges, based on the gen- 
eral charges in the complaint, that 35 cents 
per 100 yjounds had been collected on a ship- 
ment from Suspension Bridge to Montreal, 
and 25 cents from Sarnia to Montreal. The 
complainants further put in proof of col- 
lection of a bill for freight of oll from Black 
Rock to Montreal at 35 cents, when the legal 
tariff rate, it was contended, was 17% cents. 

After lengthy discussion the counsel for 
the complainants expressed his willingness 
to take an adjournment to enable the com- 
plaint to be amended in such form as com- 
plainants might decide, and to this the com- 
mittee assented.

HIT AT ART INSTITUTE. 


PROFESSIONAL MODELERS SAY IT. 


Firms in Plastic Trade send Formal 


The professin...i model« of Chicago who 
engage in the pa.tic art as a means of live- 
lihood charge that the art Institute has 
been invaded py a spirit of commercialism 
and harbors “ practices which they consider 
worse than penitentiary competition.” They |. 
sent yesterday to each of the trustees of the 
institute a formal remonstrance, stating that 
modeling firms are unable to compete with 
the institute, and that conditions are re- 
sulting which are liable to cause much in- 
jury to art in Chicago. 

The remonstrance was sent out by the 
Chicago branch of the Modelers’ League of 
America, and complains that the institute 
teachers have been taking contracts to be 
executed with the assistance of the pupils.

abled to take work regaled of cost,” is 
the complaint. : 

The bullding of the arches for the fall fes- 
tival is given as one instance in which the 
Art Institute took work from the trade, 
and it is stated that plans are being e 


Dewey in the spring built in the same way. 

The officers of the Art Institute have prom- 
ised an investigation. They admitted that a 
qualified charge in regard to the fall festival 
arches was founded, but anticipated an in- 
vestigation of the other complaints with 
the statement that the trade modelers prob- 
ably had confused the work which a teacher 
at the institute might do as an individual 
with that which he does as an instructor. 
Director W. M. R. French said that it was 
to be wondered at that the institute had not 
met with such protests before, and recalled 
similar opposition to the art schools at South 
Kensington, England. 

The professional modelers not only pro- 
tested against the work in which the Art 
Institute forces have been employed, but 
slurred its quality. They passed judgment 
on it as disgraceful to a public institution. 
The bathing nymphs made by Lorado Taft's 
sculpture class last year and the figures on 
the triumphal arches at State and Van Buren 
streets were held up to ridicule. 

Commercialism will not be allowed to get 
into the institute,“ said Secretary N. H. 
Carpenter. The modelers can be assured 
that no material is being used in classrooms 
on business contracts, and that the pupils 
are not engaged in helping their teachers 
at such work.” 

There was an intimation in the remon- 
strance of the modelers that protests would 
be made against the work of the institute in 
designing, engraving, and illustrating.
